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WE  NOMINATE 

Winfield  William  Riefler,  one  of  the  world's  outstand- 
ing authorities  in  the  realm  of  international  economic 
relations  and  since  1935  professor  of  economics  at  the 
Institute  for  Advance  Study,  who,  with  other  far-seeing 
men,  has  helped  pave  the  way  to  the  current  Geneva 
Conference  that  is  wresthng  with  the  formation  of  an 
International  Trade  Organization.  As  the  spokesmen  of 
^18  nations  gather  at  conference-tables,  it  is  the  hope  of 
the  economic  and  technical  advisers  of  the  Department  of 
State  that  they  will  be  able  to  evolve  a  non-political  world 
trade  program  which  would  contribute  immeasurably  to 
dissipating  the  prevailing  international  atmosphere  of 
confusion,  mistrust  and  fear. 

Although  the  contemplated  I.T.O.  has  been  described  by 
its  most  vociferous  critics  as  an  effont  to  create  a  "colossal 
superstate,"  Riefler's  approach  to  the  problems  of  world 
trade  is  essentially  the  same  as  the  economic  point  of  view 
embodied  in  Cordell  Hull's  pioneering  reciprocal  trade 
agreements.  Pointing  out  that  this  country's  tariff  policies 
have  frequently  been  "completely  unrealistic,"  Riefler 
feels  that  the  United  States  by  positive  action  must  as- 
sure other  countries  that  the  American  economy  is  not 
headed  toward  a  price-boom  bust  and  must  recognize  that 
the  revision  of  United  States  tariffs  is  necessary. 

Riefler,  a  50-year  old  native  of  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  for  the 
past  25  years  has  not  only  been  propounding  economic 
theory  but  has  also  been  translating  theory  into  accom- 
plished fact.  Ever  since  completing  his  undergraduate 
studies  at  Amherst  in  1921,  a  student  career  that  including 
winning  the  Croix  de  Guerre  with  the  A.E.F.,  he  has  been 
closely  affiliated  with  governmental  agencies.  After  two 
years  in  Argentina  as  a  Foreign  Trade  Officer,  he  was 
tapped  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  becoming,  in  turn, 
a  member  of  its  division  of  research  and  statistics,  execu- 
tive secretary  to  the  committee  on  bank  reserves,  economic 
adviser  to  the  executive  council  and  chairman  of  the 
central  statistical  board. 

With  the  dawn  of  the  Rooseveltian  era,  he  was  drawn 
into  the  inner  circles  of  the  New  Deal,  joining  what 
amounted  to  a  "Super  Cabinet"  and  advising  the  National 
Emergency  Council.  His  dram.atic  role  in  World  War  II 
as  Minister  to  England,  charged  with  the  direction  of 
economic  warfare  against  Festung  Europa,  was  preceded 
by  years  of  devoted  service  to  various  League  of  Nations 
commissions. 

For  tempering  economic  theory  and  "idealism"  with  a 
profoundly  realistic  understanding  of  the  chaotic  world 
situation;  for  making  it  possible  for  others  to  see  why 
this  nation  must  seek  "an  expanding,  cooperative  multi- 
lateral world  economy;"  he  is  Town  Topics'  candidate  for 
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Election  over  in  April?  Four  short 
days  ibefore  the  deadline  for  filing'  on  the 
June  primary  ballot,  it  looked  as  if  the 
slate  the  Republicans  named  last  week 
was  virtually  elected  by  default.  Un- 
able to  persuade  the  men  they  felt  Ibest 
suited  for  the  jolbs  to  run  for  office, 
the  Democrats  announced  officially  "no 
opposition." 

Even  if  candidates  did  appear  to  con- 
test apparent  G.O.P.  supremacy  (there 
iwere  brief  opportunities  left  now  and 
immediately  after  the  June  primaries), 
the  mounting  difficulty  in  obtaining  men 
and  women  to  nm  for  public  office  here 
was  sure  to  ibe  a  topic  of  conversation 
in  weeks  to  come.  Versions  would  vary 
— increasingly  complex  responsibilities, 
innumerable  meetings,  the  acute  growing 
pains  of  the  community,  the  mdnute 
($500)  mayoralty  salary  and  none  for 
the  councilmen — ^but  conclusions  would 
be  identicail:  if  the  nation  flourishes  on 
the  two-party  system,  Princeton  in  the 
long  run  must  expect  to  do  likewise. 

Ma^yor  Minot  C.  Morgan,  Jr.,  told 
Town  Topics  this  week  that  in  fairness 
to  his  job  and  his  family,  he  was  not 
planning  to  seek  reelection.  The  decision 
was  understandable  from  any  busy  man, 
let  alone  one  who  had  put  in  a  term  as 
chief  executive    of   this   seething   town.
